HEROIC BELGIAN MOTHERS STRIVE
- TO RESTORE COUNTRY, SAYS NURSE

- Miss Anna C. Robinson, Back After Year in Invaded Land,
Tells How Women Cower in Cellars by Day and Work
in Fields by Night—Describes Bombardment

HE plight of Belglan mothers, many

gray haired, In their horole struggles to
reatora thd stricken country were described
foday by Miss Anna C. Robinson, for a
Jong twelvemonth with the Amerlcan Hos-
pital Corpa in Belglum, within hearing of
the hooming German guns.

By dny, while the conflict rages, the
women crouch In dingy celinra. listening
to tha whirr of the shells overhead. Then,
an night comes on and darkness hides someo
of the Horrors, the bant figures emarge from
the collars and other places of concealment
and hurry to the flelds to plant crops and

' eare for the soll. Somo farm; others try
to collect & few sous by opening shops, with
stocks sadly depleted. All work with one
alm—the restoration of Belgium,

Such were some of the Impresslons of
Miss Robinson, who, though enjoying the
fqulet life of Philadelphia with o friend,
Misa Elizabeth Long, of 6128 Trving street,
#till cannot rid hoerself of the sleep-bresak-
ing thoughts of war 1ife. The seencs of the
wir have left an indelible Impression on her
Braln,

With high class and low the sacrifices are
the sume, As the peasants hid by day and
worked by night, so dld Queen Ellzabeth
throw off caste distinction nnd work for the
good of her nation. To Misa Hobinson she
#hone forth as the Belglan Joan d'Aro.

" Day after day in the hospltals, giving a

cheerful word here and there to the suffer-
Ing, despite the tension under which she
» lived, dressing some of the wounds herself,
little wonder that she appeared as & sort
of superhuman figure to the Amerlcan phy-
slolans and nurses,

The pertinent question of peace does not,
mécording to Misa Rohlnson, appear to have
much chance for Immediate settlement. She
prophenies, rather, from her observations
among those on the front, at least one year
more of strife, perhaps ten,

“Both the Belglans and the French are

* optimistic In regard to the future,” sald

Miss Robinson today, “The Belglans nat-

. umally belleve the Germans will loss, One

fmpreasion that stands out s the friendship

that the people feal toward the United
Staten for their kindness.”

Miss Robinson also told of her experi-
ences In the Queen of the Belglans' Hospltal,
at La Panna, a short distance awny:from
the fAiring lines,

She was sure, she sald, of the fact that
the Germans used dum-dum bullets., Her
proof {8 meveral ugly missiles, which she
is taking to her home in St, Louls,

“The effect of the German exploxive
bullets wan horrible,” sald Misa Hobinson,
her eyes fNashing. "“They lald hands open
to the wrist nnd bent back the fingers to
the back of thae hand. I did not see many
oporations, our purpose belng to do the
ordinary things. Curlously enough, but
& per cent. of the men brought In to us
were Incapacitatad from further manual
Inbor. Amputations were few., Ono man
with his face literally blown off was bullt
up unttl he was, at the end, falrly good-
looking."

One novel fact mbout the devastating
tour of the Germans was revealed by NMiss
Robinson, “Although [ saw many churches
leveled by the Germans, the crucifixes still
stood."

Misa Robinson also told graphlcally of
the wonderful mcenic effecta produced at
night by the German bombardment. "It
seemed a8 though the whole sky was ablaze.
The shots sounded llke overhead thunder,"
she sald,

The nurss, who s a graduate of the
Jewtah Hospital In her home town, left
this country a year ngo with two units of
the Red Croks. She was forced to leave
Belgium recently, by reason of the edict
thiat neutrnls be no longer allowed there,

LIFE OF JOHN BARTRAM

John Bartram was born near Darby, Pa,
o March 23, 1889, and died In his housae
nt Birtram's Garden, September 23, 1777,

He devotad the greater part of his [ife
to tha Wtuily of botany. As Botanist Hoynl
for the British Colonles in  Amerlen, he
seprched North America from New England
to near Georgin and from the sencoast to
Lake Ontarlo for spesiaens of plants amd
vegetablen, tlowere and shrubs In thin
guest he performed Invaluable services in
making known the vegotable resources of
thin country, not only to the voung ration,

but to the mother country as well, When
nlmost 70 years old he explored the S5t
John's River In Florida

Thera were few, If any, plants In the

ground ower which he traveled which es-
caped his obeervatlons, and he cultlvated
avery one of them In his own garden, where
many of them todny may still be sesn.

This Indefatigabla man kept In closs
touch with the leading men, both In this
eountry and Europe. He corresponded with
find pent specimens to such men as Lord
Petrie, the Dukea of Richmond and Nor-
folk and Linnmeus, the celebrated natural-
int.

Washington, Franklin and Jeffarson
often rested In his garden to encaps thas
cares of State, It was no unusual thing for
Indinns In thosa days to stap out of Penn's
woods or land from thelr canoes Into this
earthly puradise,

in Bartram's time the Alleghanles were
mapped as “The endlesa mountains,” and
gometlmes letters took two years to reach
certain countries In Europe on account of
the BEuropean wars then being waged.

Thoere 1s8 a record of the shipment of
Bartram's journal of hls “Travels to the
Five Natlons and Lake Ontario,” sent In
the spring of 1744, and, on account of Its
capturé by the French, not reaching Eng-
land till June, 1760.

Harvey war one of Partram’'s slaves—all
of whom he freed, IHarvey was also John
Bartram’s buniness manager and steward,
who mold all tha farm producs, did all the
marketing and transinted all the family
tuniness I Philadeiphia Henoe 1t In
typleal of tha bond of attnchmant In those
days between master and servant that
Harvey should be burted In hin master's
gardan

For more than 100 years the garden re.
mained in the Bartram family, It pamsed
for a time Into other equally gareful hands
Then followed a period of neglect. Prin-
clpally  through the efortn of Thomie
Maehan, lotie 1 Germantown naturalist and
flower lover, the garden was purchased by
the city for & public park.

Some of the finest specimens of troews
planted by John Bartram are dead, but
thare are still anough left to becoms & nu-
oletn of such & botanie garden as would be
a credit to Philadelphia,

Majostle, even In deeay, surroundsd by
an Iron fence, stands the dend trunk of
the glant cypresa which history, now .al.
most a traditlon, says was brought by
John Bartram from Florida, a sapling
which he cut to use s A whip for the
horse he was riding. Afterward he planted
this shoot, which, for many years aftar-
ward, was the undisputed lord of all the
treen for miles around,

Near “"Harvey's" grave, almost on the
extrome bank of the river, Is an old rellc
in stone, ot (n the solld rock. At first

glance It reminds one of the "“pot holes” In
tha celebrated gardens at Lacerne, Switas
erland, Cloger Inspection shows It Is not
fn naturid phenomenon llke the Lucerne
holes, but that the deep, ciroular track and
the deep hale eut In the solld rock were
carved artificially, This wan at ons time
& part of an oldstyle clder mill, such as
can still be found In Scandinavian coun-
trion,

It 18 to the shame of the eivie pride 'of
Philndelphin that his garden, which Is not
n locnl but a natlonal relle, should suffer
such neglect It was the first botanic gar:
den In the Unlted States, Today It 1=
nelther garden nor park. Its paths are not
the worst feature. The foreshore of the
Schuyikill River, where It touches the
gardens, Ia unepeakable, and tha sludge
from the oll works across the river, while It
may rout the mosquitoes, Is not pleasant
for elthar sight or smell,

At one section, where a growth of wil-
lows mercifully Interposes Its grateful
green portlersas, naturs has glven a hint
of what can bs dons to mnks tha river
front at this particular place more at-
tractive,

It may be that the Schuylkill, which, as
it flows past Bartram's garden, Ils nothing
better tham an open sewer, may have
somathing to do with the unpopularity of
the place, but the historic associations of
the old house and grounds should bes =
strong appeal for such a measurs of clvie
pride as would result In restoring the old
p:nnn to somaething approaching its formar
glory.
